EXCESS PROFITS LAW. 


Its Operation as ie Keotied to the Big 
“Tobacco Manufacturers. 
Winston-Salem, N. C., May 8, 1917. 

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

T have read with interest. articles ap- 
pearing in your paper, also your. edi- 
torial of Feb. 24, 1917, pointing ott the 


unfairness of the excess profits law, 


stating that it was merely an experi- 
ment that should not be tried. out in 
this time of crisis, and calling attention 
to the fact that it .weuld not produce 
the revenue expected from it. Yours js 
the only great metropolitan. paper that 
has given the public: any information of 
Yyalue on the subject. 

A. striking illustration of the odenibhc 
néss of your position is taken from The 
Wall Street Journal, issue of May 2. 
Co enting upon the- effect of the law 
upon. tobacco manufacturers, it says: 
“On the 8 per. cent. basis of excess 
profits the cost to the American To- 
bacco Company would be $118,000 an- 
nually, or one-quarter of 1 per ¢ent. on 
the outetanding . ‘$40,242,400 ‘common 
stock.”’ Small as it is, these figures are 
not correct. The Ameri¢an is not given 
the full benefit of the law. Apply the 
law to its 1916 annual statement:

Company, for example, using the same 
method. of calculation, pays. $455,911. 

The 
sales of the American for 1916 were ap- 
proximately $70,000,000 and those of the 
Reynolds ‘Company $60,000,000. The per- 
centage on profits was substantially the 
same, the American being 12.37 and the 
Reynolds 18.31. ;

I am merely using the tobacco industry 
as an illustration because the Journal 
uses the largest tobacco company in 
the country for the same purpose, In- 
vestigation will show that the same 
situation exists in all branches of busi- 
ness.
